MBS. COWAN OF MAINE, WHO HAD 
PUT FIVE PERSONS TO 
DEATH. 


BANGOR, Me., Oct. 12—A remarkable 
story of crime was closed by the death in 
the Maine State prison at Thomaston a 
few days ago of Mrs. Mary Cowan, a life 
convict. Mrs. Cowan was either a monster 


or @ martyr, a cold-blooded murderess or 
the victim of strange coincidences. Her 
maiden name was Mary Knight, and she 
was three times married. Her first hus- 
band was Wills Bean of Dixmont Me., 13 
which town she also lived with her par- 
ents. Bean was the son of a farmer. Soon 
after his marriage he conceived the desire 
to become a physician. Mrs. Bean en- 
couraged her husband in this design, and 
also expressed the intention to study medi- 
They had little money, and, 
furthermore, their three children were re- 
garded as an obstacle to the accomplish- 
ment of their plans. One day the youngest 
of the children was found smothered in 
bed. No investigatfon was made, but the 
peopie of Dixmont suspected that the

Mrs. Taylor married a man named Elias 
Cowan, a widower with one child. Wiliia, 
aged 8 years. Cowan had deeded his farm 
to his first wife, at whose death the prop- 
erty descended, by the laws of Maine, to 
the boy, the father having the entire in- 
come of the place until the boy attained 
his majority, and after that, durng his 
lifetime, one-third of the income. One day* 
in September, 1894, the boy died, and the 
cause of his death was the same stomach 
trouble that had affected the Beans and 
Taylor. This case was investigated, with 
the result that Mrs. Cowan was arrested 
upon the charge of having killed the boy 
with arsenic. 

She was tried and convicted. There nev- 
er was any reasonable doubt that she pois- 
oned her stepson, and many believe that 
she hastened the departure from this life 
of at least five other persons, all for the 
sake of a little money.

ON A LONG VOYAGE 


Oregon, Iowa and Tunuders Will Sail for 


the Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Navy De- 
partment has sent instructions to Capt. 
Barker of the Oregon, senior officer of the 
squadron under orders to proceed to Hono- 
lulu, to be at Rio, Brazil, on Nov. 15, 
participate in the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the establishment of the Bra- 
Zililan Republic and the inauguration of the 
first President of that country. This ac- 
tion was taken on the notification from the 
Brazilian Jegation here of the approach of 
the important event. 

The Oregon, lowa, Iris, Celtic and Scindia 
will sail to-morrow, the Aberanda having 
preceded the squadron.

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CHICAGO'S DRAINAGE SCHEME. 


In urging that steps be taken to prevent the pollution of 
the waters of the Illinois and Mississippi rivers the Merchants’ 
Exchange has taken up a matter of paramount concern not 
only to St. LLouisans, but to all the people of the lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

Opinions differ as to the menace of Chicago's drainage 
canal to the health of the inhabitants of the polluted rivers. 
But the difference of opinion is sufficient reason for prevent- 
ing the plan to dump Chicago's great mass of sewage in these 
rivers. Their pollution to a point which would threaten the 
health of the millions of persons living on their banks and 
dependent upon them for water would be a monstrous crime. 
To menace their purity. is a crime. 

Chicago’s scheme to divert the city’s sewage from the lake 
to the rivers is an outrage. The plan is foolish and inde- 
fensible. The sewage should be and could be disposed of 
by methods which would render it innocuous. 

The opposition of St. Louis and other threatened cities 
stands upon a sound basis, not only. from the standpoint 
of their own special interests, but of general public interests. 
It is a matter with which Congress should deal. The rivers 
of the country should be protected by stringent laws from 
such deliberate, wholesale pollution.
